CRIMETHINC claims to have 
over 1,000 members nationwide. The group is best known for 
publishing a variety of books on direct action techniques and 
stories of anarchist activities. 

CRIMETHINC organizes an annual meeting to learn about new 
techniques for carrying out direct actions, to meet up with other 
anarchists around the country and to share stories of an anti

In 2002, during a similar CRIMETHINC convergence, FBI Omaha 
received information that two criminal incidents related to 
animal extremism had occurred in the area, including a mink 
release. During the 2004 CRIMETHINC convergence, source 
reporting indicates that attendees brought materials which could 
have been used for constructing explosive devices. In addition, 
there were several statements made regarding violence, and 
possible plans for direct actions. Three individuals who met at 
the 2004 CRIMETHINC convergence ultimately were indicted in 
Sacramento, California on conspiracy to commit arson on behalf of 
the Earth Liberation Front . 


Due to the past criminal incidents associated with the CRIMETHINC 
convergence and the suggestion to commit criminal acts prior to 
arriving at the 2006 convergence, a preliminary investigation was 
opened in an effort to prevent acts of terrorism, to identify any 
persons associated with CRIMETHINC that may be involved in 
criminal activity, and to gain information, intelligence and 
evidence of any ongoing criminal activity in Minnesota. It is 
believed that many participants will be arriving via freight rail 
cars and hitchhiking.

As we began 
planning this event, we had no idea that 
another event was being planned at roughly 
the same time. Our event is not meant in any 
way to take away from the Great Lakes 
Anarchist Gathering, and had we known of the 
event, would not have planned our's so closely. 
Sadly, we fear it may be too late to call ours 
off, as we've already announced it widely 
before the concern was brought up. We 
apologize for this, but hope that both events 
may harmoniously go on and maybe benefit 
each other in some way. Maybe folks from riot 
so close to Ohio may be interested in our 
event and vice versa?
